CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—James J. Hill 


was the guest of honor at the ban- 
quet of the Merchants Club tonight, 
and delivered an extended address up- 
on "Chicago's Interest in Reciprocity 
With Canada." 


Mr. Hill said: 
"Today the entire country is suffer- 


ing from want of transportation facil- 
ities to move its business without un- 
reasonable delay. The prevailing idea 
with the public is that the railways 
arc" sluirt of cars, while the facts are 
that the shortage is in tracks and ter- 
minals to provide a, greater opportun- 
ity for the movement of the cars." 


The speaker declared ilml the coun- 


try today faced a transportation prob- 
lem which only time, patience anil ex- 
penditure of enormous sums of money 
will remedy. He asserted that there is 
a crying need now for the construction 
of a fifteen foot canal between 
St. 


Louis and New Orleans, anil he said 
that the necessity for this would in- 
crease with time. There was no morn 
important general work for the go\ - 
ernment to perform he said, than to 
construct a canal capable of carrying 
vessels of fifteen feet draft. 


I'umumi Canal 


Mr. Hill recited figures showing that 


the trade with the people whom the

[VESUVIUS IS ON RAMPAGE 


AND THREATENS CALAMITY 


NAPLES?. Nov. 10.—At noon today 


Mount Vesuvius and the surrounding 
villages were shaken up by a kind of 
earthquake which ivas accompanied 
by detonations 
ana followed iry a 


considerable fail of ashes, especially 
over Ottajano, which was destroyed 
during the eruption of last April and 
is in course of reconstruction. 
The 


phenomenon caused great alarm. 


Investigation showed that part of 


the crater of the volcano had fallen 
in. 


During the afternoon, three more 


slight shocks 1-n the. Vesuvius region 
and a. further discharge .of ashes, 
which was blown in the direction of 
Pompeii and Ottajano., 
Thus 
far 


Naples has not been affected by the 
eruption, although a 'Jark column of 
smoke can be seen from this city hov- 
ering over the 
crater. 
Professor 


Matteucei, director of the Royal Ob- 
servatory -on Mount Vesuvius in an 
interview with the Associated Press, 
said: 


"J do not believe this 
is a new 


eruption, as all the phenomena pre- 
ceding such an event are lacking. I 
think the rain of ashes was caused 
by the slipping down of the superior 
lip o fthe crater, and that the earth 
tremblings were due to water from 
t5ie recent hea\T rains having reach- 
ed the fire zone inside the volcano, 
producing an internal explosion."

eliminates him as a political factor. The majority 
of Hughes was not a great one as majorities.in 
New York go, but had it been ten times as great 
we believe that it'would,not result in the retire- 
incut of Hearst from the political arena.
